ANOTHER TRUNK MYSTERY’

PirrspurG, May 1.—This evening the 
baggage master of the Union depot, upon 
bursting open a trunk which gave out a 
suspiciuus odor, was horrified to find 
therein the body of a man, securely 
bound andin an advanced state of de- 
composition.

Reduction in the Public Debt for 
April. 

WASHINGTON, May 1.—The public debt 
statement which was issued to-day shows 
the decrease of the public debt during the 
month of April to be $5,464,596.38; de- 
crease of debt since June 30, 1884, $50,- 
075,229.98; cash in treasurv. $4,063,932,- 
566.09; gold certificates outstanding, 
$153,860,090; silver certificates outstand- 
ing, $141,585,086; certificates of deposit 
outstanding, $25,450,000; refunding cer- 
tificates outstanding, $244,050: legal ten- 
ders outstanding, $346,681,016; fractional 
currency not included in amount esti- 
mated as lost or destroyed, $6,966,053,880.

THE MYSTERY PROBABLY UNRAVELED. 


How Balthasar Millcr, Unbalanced by His 


Son’s Sickness and by Business 
Worry, Sought Death.

terday. He was by trade a boiler-maker, 
aad was till recently employed in the 3. 
P. R. R. shops here. He had amassed a 
comfortable sum, and owned several 
cottages in this city. Last Saturday he 
bought the Casino saloon, 118 South 
Spring street, with the intention of 
running it himself. The place was 


\very dirty, and Sunday he appeared 


greatly depressed over his bargain, 
telling his wife that he wouldn’t 
make a success, that everything was 
going wrong, and that he was going to 
shoot himself. Mrs. Miller rallied him 
on his despondency, and said he should 
not be cast. down; and thought his 
threat merely a whim without inten- 
tion. There is little doubt, however, 
that he was even then forming the 
plans which had such a bloody culmi- 
nation. On Monday he took a broken 
revolver to a gunsmith and had it re- 
paired; getting it again Tuesday, with 
the remark that he was going down to 
Santa Monica for a couple of days.
